A chorus of drum beats could 
be heard echoing down the halls 
of Beltway Plaza Mall on Sat- 
urday afternoon, as a crowd of 
more than 50 community mem- 
bers gathered at the west end 


of the facility for a celebration 
of African American music and 
culture. 

The event — titled Wellness, 
Movement, Inspiration — was 
organized by the Greenbelt 
Black History Month Commit- 
tee and led by local drum circle

Police Warn of Robberies 
Connected to Dating App

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment released a citizen advisory 
on February 16 warning resi- 
dents of a recent string of armed 
robberies in the 6200 block of 
Springhill Court involving victims 
agreeing to meet women through 
a dating website. 

According to police, when vic- 
tims arrived at the agreed-upon 
location, they were met by armed 
suspects wearing masks. “The 
victims are usually physically as- 
saulted and their wallets, car keys 
and cell phones are taken,” the 
citizen advisory read. 

Five of these incidents have 
occurred within the past three 
weeks, police said. One of the 
dating websites, police said, be- 
ing utilized to initiate contact 
with victims is an app called 
MeetMe. 

There are currently no sus- 
pects or arrests, according to the 
department’s Public Information 
Liaison George Mathews. How- 
ever, Mathews said that there 
are ways residents can protect 
themselves. 

“You do not meet someone at 
the location of their choosing,” 
Mathews said, “for any type of 
in-person transaction.” 

Mathews said that residents 
should keep in mind that they are 





meeting an absolute stranger, and 
are taking a huge leap of faith. 
“Choose the place you meet 
strangers and make sure that 
place is well-lit and populated 
with plenty of eyes and ears,

City Council Critiques Revised 
Beltway Plaza Redevelopment 





City Council voted 5-2 to sup- 
port the Beltway Plaza Prelimi- 
nary Plan of Subdivision (PPS) 
at their February 10 regular meet- 
ing. Although only Mayor Colin 
Byrd and Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts voted against support- 
ing the current version of the 
PPS, the plan spent more than 
two hours under intense scrutiny 
from the council at large. The 
PPS would see Beltway Plaza 
Mall transformed into a mixed- 
use development containing both 
residential units and retail space. 

At the center of the night’s 
debates were the conditions that 
Quantum Companies, the owner 
of Beltway Plaza Mall and appli- 
cant for its redevelopment, would 
be expected to agree to in order 
to secure the support of the city. 
While city staff has been actively 
negotiating these stipulations 
with Quantum, councilmembers 
had not been given the chance to 
review the latest revisions prior 
to convening, according to Coun- 
cilmember Edward Putens. 

Roberts admonished the PPS 
for what he saw as a lack of 
emphasis on school adequacy, re- 
ferring to this perceived oversight

as “a disgrace to the city and 
the county.” He also argued 
that the indoor public recre- 
ation space — increased from 
20,000 square feet to 25,000 
— was still not enough to ser- 
vice the 2,500 multi-family 
residential units planned for 
the redeveloped site. 

Additionally, Roberts took 
issue with a new revision 
changing the cap on rental 
units from 75 percent to no 
more than 2,000, and called 
the figure “too many.” 

Councilmembers Leta 
Mach and Judith Davis also 
expressed uncertainty regard- 
ing the PPS requirements for 
residential unit use. Of partic- 
ular concern was a new condition 
requiring Quantum to do no more 
than consider implementing alter- 
native unit types, such as senior 
housing, and only if a market 
study conducted by the applicant 
deemed these options marketable. 
Council and McNamee Hosea 
attorney Matthew Tedesco, rep- 
resenting Quantum, discussed the 
alternative possibility of Quantum 
funding a market study conducted 
by the city. 
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Attorney Matthew Tedesco repre- 
sents Quantum Companies at the 
Greenbelt City Council meeting on 
Monday, February 10. 


At another point, Putens and 
Davis debated the wording of a 
condition that would see Quantum 
explore a shuttle service between 
Greenbelt West and other areas 
of the city. Putens said that he 
wanted the condition to require 
that Quantum put forth “some 
real, concentrated effort to make 
something happen,” while Davis 
rebutted that citywide transport

is thus an act of courage and 
defiance for the young heroes of 
the Resistance, who are seeking 
to restore democracy. 

The play was written by 
Greenbelter Chris Cherry, who 
is also directing the show in 
his capacity as performing arts 
coordinator for the city.

Community Visioning 

At the last regular city coun- 
cil meeting, council considered 
a resolution for first reading to 
authorize the negotiated purchase 
of professional services from a 
specific firm to undertake a com- 
munity visioning process. 

Per the agenda packet, this 
firm will seek community in- 
put on a broad range of topics 
such as public safety, recreation, 
transportation, the environment, 
economic development and social 
Services. 

However, the firm selected by 
staff to lead this effort is focused 

n “the evolution of the built en- 
vironment” per the firm’s website. 
Under the proposal submitted by 
the firm, two architects will lead 
Greenbelt’s community visioning 
process. 

The firm’s proposal asserts 
that “in the past several years, the 
City of Greenbelt has undertaken 
several robust planning processes. 
The result of these plans is a set 
of goals and priorities that reflect 
the city’s values.” The firm’s 
intent is “to build on the success 
of previous plans.” 

In reviewing this proposal 
several questions come to mind: 

¢ Does a firm, whose focus 1s 
on the built environment, have 
the skill set necessary to conduct 
a broad based community vision- 
ing process? 


¢ Is it accurate to state the 
planning proposals undertaken 
by the city over the past several 
years were robust, successful and 
resulted in a set of goals and 
priorities that reflect the city’s 
values? 

¢ Who determined the city’s 
goals and priorities during these 
processes? Was the community 
afforded the opportunity to ac- 
tively participate in and identify 
the values which came out of 
these planning processes? 

Two of the city’s major plan- 
ning processes in recent years 
include: 

¢ An economic development 
strategy — produced by a consult- 
ing firm — resulting in five rec- 
ommendations of which only two 
have been pursued by council. 

¢ A draft Competitive & Col- 
laborative Analysis which was 
never finalized by the consul- 
tant. The draft analysis included 
recommendations to the council 
based upon 50-plus confidential 
interviews. 

It is my hope council rejects 
the proposal and resolution. 
Shouldn’t the community be more 
involved in this process? Other 
jurisdictions invite community 
participation and input into the 
planning of the community vi- 
sioning process. Why doesn’t 
Greenbelt?

services would be “an extremely 
expensive proposition.” 

Council was most united in its 
expressed concern about a new 
revision that removed a condition 
requiring Quantum to “submit 
a plan to the city that addresses 
how the needs of current Beltway 
Plaza tenants will be addressed.” 

Tedesco stood by the cur- 
rent state of the PPS and its 
appended conditions, arguing 
that Quantum’s vision accounts 
for not only all relevant legal 
requirements, but also the con- 
cerns of every involved party. He 
described Quantum as both “fully 
vetted into the process” and com- 
mitted. 

During the public comment 
period, several audience mem- 
bers took the podium in defense 
of Quantum and in favor of the 
redevelopment. 

“If we don’t do this, we are in 
the position of being eclipsed by 
everything around us,” Greenbelt 
Community Development Cor- 
poration President Susan Walker 
said. “And God help Greenbelt 
at that point.” 

This sentiment was echoed 
by several Beltway Plaza Mall 
retailers, including Laugh Out 
Loud Station’s owner Regina 


Bethea. “I really think that it’s 
about change, and it’s about other 
developments leaving us in the 
dust,” she said. “All of the other 
communities — if they’re going to 
be improving their locations, 1m- 
proving their places and bringing 
in tenants and bringing in money 
to their communities .... We’re 


not doing the same thing. Belt- 
way Plaza is due for a change.” 
The PPS is scheduled to go 
before the Prince George’s Coun- 
ty Planning Board for review on 
Thursday, February 20.

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In its 59th year, the George 
Washington Birthday Marathon 
and Relay that starts and ends 
in Greenbelt is the oldest in the 
capitol area, “which makes it an 
older marathon nationally,” said 
one of the race directors, Raj 
Bhanot. The race is a production 
of the DC Road Runners, a chap- 
ter of the Road Runners Club of 
America, which is open to run- 
ners of all types and abilities. 

This year’s race was on Sun- 
day, February 16. Of nearly 400 
entrants, Jeremy Ardanuy of Bal- 
timore and Elena Makarevich of 
Gaithersburg reigned victorious 
in the solo marathon, while an 
Alexandria, Va.-based team won 
the relay. 

Ardanuy, 26, finished in 
2:26:53, which means he aver- 
aged 5:37 minutes per mile over 
the 26.2-mile course. This wasn’t 
his first marathon triumph. He 
won the Baltimore marathon, a 
race with over 2,000 entrants, last 
October. 

Makarevich 41, of Gaithers- 
burg, was the lead female run- 
ner, finishing in 3:15:58, or just 
under a 7:30 pace. She was also 
the first female masters finisher. 
Erica Howes, 37, followed with 
a time of 3:20:40; Mary Edgmon, 
35, rounded out the top three in 
3:28:16. 

In the men’s division, Justin 
Scheid, 34, of Succasunna, N.J., 
finished second in 2:28:29. Yasu- 
shi Sugita, 49, of Bethesda was

third in 2:45:18. Sugita was the 
top male masters runner. 

The weather was partly cloudy 
and cool. The course started on 
Northway and Woodland Way 
and finished on the stream val- 
ley path behind Northway and 
consisted of three loops running 
through the Beltsville Agriculture 
Research Center and past the 
Goddard Space Flight Center. 

“Loops are kind of nice,” 
Howes said. “Because you kind 
of knew what was coming.” Still, 
the course was not easy, but 
rather filled with rolling hills — 
including a 150-foot gain within 
the last couple of miles. “That 
was pretty killer,” Howes said. 

That didn’t stop her from run- 
ning her best marathon time yet, 
“by about six minutes.” 

The relay option split the race 
up, with teams of three tackling 
9.7, 7.3 and 9.2-mile legs. 

3 Best Friends That Anyone 
Could Have, won the relay with 
a time of 2:31:52, averaging a 
5:48 pace. The group consisted 
of Andrew Brodeur, who ran 
at Duke University, Gabrielle 
McKenzie and Nick Zalewski. 
“It was good to win,” McKenzie 
said. 

The day, though, was not just 
meant for the winners. “We are 
a race for every runner,’ Bhanot 
said. “We have the same excite- 
ment for the fastest runners and 
the last finishers.”

they lined much of the course 
cheering. As did volunteers, 
whose tasks included handing 
out cups of water and directing 
runners at intersections. 

“It means a lot just to hand 
out water, because [the runners 
are| exerting all their energy,” 
said Delna Clark, the volunteer 
coordinator for DC Road Run- 
ners. “I like to be here to help 
and make sure they finish and 


have a good race.” According 
to Clark, there were about 100 
volunteers. Race directors and 
runners alike were quick to praise 
them. 

“This happens because of the 
volunteers,” Bhanot said. “The 
aid stations were great,” Howes 
said, describing how volunteers 
helped pour water into her water 
bottle along the course. “It’s hard 
to do while running.”

facilitator Katy Gaughan, who 
organizes community drum circles 
on the first Saturday of each 
month at the New Deal Cafe. 

“T really believe in drumming 
for wellness — because, you know 
what, we’ve all got a drum beat- 
ing inside our chest, don’t we?” 
Gaughan asked event participants, 
many of whom were children. 
“When we drum together, it tunes 
us up — it tunes up our hearts, it 
tunes up our minds, it tunes up 
our bodies — because these drums 
have been played forever. Our 
ancestors knew to use them for 
music, and communication, and 
communion. So we can do that 
today, right here.” 

Gaughan brought with her not 
only a host of different drums, 
such as the goblet-shaped djem- 
bes and the cone-shaped ashikos, 
but also a variety of fellow musi- 
cians. Her crew included musi- 
cians on the mbira, a wooden 
instrument played by plucking 
metal tines, the didgeridoo, a 
wind instrument played by blow- 
ing into its several-foot-long pipe, 
and the Native American flute. 

“A drum circle is such a 
powerful and spiritual thing, be- 
ing able to get in sync with the 
rhythm that’s going on in every- 
body’s heads,” observed Coun- 
cilmember Emmett Jordan, who 
attended the event. “While it’s 
kind of abstract ... it’s really a 
deeply therapeutic thing.” 

Other program highlights in- 
cluded a meditative dance per- 
formance by Padma Wine, a 
Shamanic Trance Dance Empow- 
erment Center guide and guard- 
ian, and a family-friendly rap by 
Brian Butler, recreation coordina- 
tor at Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center. 

Accompanying Butler’s perfor- 
mance and drumming throughout 
the event were many young par- 
ticipants from the Chesapeake 
Education, Arts and Research 
Society’s Earth Squad, which 
CHEARS describes on its organi- 
zational website as “a co-learning 
tutoring and mentoring project 
that practices stewardship for the 
Three Sisters Gardens and Food 
Forest.” 

Community response to the 
event seemed positive, as reflect- 
ed by the words of Greenbelter 
Stacy Turay. “I thought it was 
awesome,” said Turay, whose 
grandchildren participated in the 
program. “It was very education- 
al, and I think that [the organiz- 
ers] should continue to come out 
and educate the community.” 

Also describing the event as 
“awesome” was Tanya Knox. “I 
think it was a great event for the 
children, and also for the adults,” 
said Knox. “I believe that every- 
one learned from the event today 
about our culture — it doesn’t 
matter what color you are, we all 
are one.”

New Field Guide Identifies 
Plants in the Forest Preserve

a fresh look at Greenbelt’s 


natural beauty. “Any Greenbelter who has hiked the swampy 
parts of the North Woods in the summer has seen the skunk 
cabbage's large leaves,” Kelley says. “But few of us have seen its 


short-lived winter flower.” 


In 2019, Greenbelter Owen 
Kelley published his first book, 
titled A Hundred Wild Things: 
A Field Guide to Plants in the 
Greenbelt North Woods, as a way 
for people in the community to 
connect with the forest. 

This 244-page book includes 
over 200 full-color photographs, 
taken by Kelley, with descrip- 
tions and interesting facts about 
more than a hundred examples of 
Greenbelt’s plant life. The book 
also includes a historical context 
of Greenbelt North Woods, a map 
of the area and how the forest 
has changed since it was first 
surveyed in 1907. 

His inspiration for the guide 
came from his two sons: John, 
11, and Ezekiel, 8. “I wanted 
them to know the forest as well 
as my wife, Genevieve, and I 
know it,” Kelley said. “There’s 
also a sub-culture of people in 
Greenbelt who care a lot about 
the forest and are concerned 
when someone wants to turn it 


into a parking lot.” Kelley works 
in data visualization and analysis 
at NASA and 1s also a proud 
member of Greenbelt’s Forest 
Preserve Advisory Board. 

“Owen Kelley has really done 
his homework and provides a 
comprehensive guide for anyone 
who finds themselves wander- 
ing the forest, asking themselves 
‘What is this plant?’” said Jason 
Martin, cofounder of Greenbelt 
Biota. 

“There’s a history and natural 
life course to a forest,” Kelley 
said. “If you like our forests, you 
need to know what’s growing 
there to have a better sense of 
how to care for it.”
